mittee of the board of trustees by

balancing the budget and elimina- 
tion, of the deficit. This committee 
in recommending increased tuition 
felt that the policy of rigid economy 
followed by the college in the past 
few years made further substantial 
reduction of the budget unwise. 


Wlnle the executive committee of 


the board of trustees with whose

effective 


did not name other ways in which 
the remaining two-thirds of the de- 
ficit would- be met, it was stated ex- 
plicitly that 
whatever

In announcing the increased tui- 


tion and the- reasons necessitating it, 
Mr. Wriston pointed out that the 
problem of annual deficits is not 
peculiar to Lawrence nor new this 
year.

Miss Eud- 
m is accompanied on her tour of 
continental universities by Alice 
Bradford, 2vew RocheUe, N. T. 2tliss 
Bradford was a freshman at Law- 
rence last year and will return here 
nest fall with Miss Rudin. 


On Sept. 11 Miss Rudin and 


Bliss Bradford reached Rotterdam, 
Holland, in time^for a typical Dutch 
"breakfast of Holland rusks, jam and 
cheese. After breakfast they started 
a tour of the city in a private car, 
guided by a young agent of the 
American Express company. Miss 
Rudin reports that commerce is 
the chief industry in Rotterdam, the 
.Maas river and adjacent canals be- 
ing crowded with barges of all sizes 
and descriptions, and most of them 
bearing cargos of various colored 
cheeses. 
The *old Pilgrim 
church 


waj especially interesting 
to the 


girls because It Is the place where 
the pilgrims gathered for worship 
and meetings during their stay in 
Holland in 1619. 


The next day, Sept. 12, they vis 


Ited the Hague Miss Rudin wrote. 
At the Hague they went through the 
winter palace of Her Majesty, Queen 
^"Vrilhehnina of Holland. 


"The palace is very simple, being 


constructed of cement blocks paint- 
ed white, but inside It is beautifully 
decorated and contains many rare 
'art treasures," Miss Rudin re- 
ported. 


SAW PEACE HALL, 


"From the palace we went to the 


Peace Conference Hall, established 
in 1907 by the Carnegie Foundation 
and used as a building of interna- 
. tional arbitration ever since. The 
hall is divided into four departments, 
the Permanent Court of Arbitration, 
the Permanent Court of Internation- 
,al Justice, the Academy of Interna- 
tional Law and the 
International 


"Law Library, containing 75,000 vol- 


umes dealing with national 
and 


municipal law." 


The museum at the Hague con- 


tains many works of Dutch 
and 


Flemish art which iliss Rudin de- 
scribed. Paintings by Hans Holbein, 
Franz Hals, Tan Dyke, Rubens and 
Rembrandt were among the most 
famous and many fine examples of 
rare porcelains, marble, glassware, 
woodwork and tapestries were also 
on exhibit. 


On Sept 13 the students went to 


Amsterdam, less than an hour's jour- 
ney by train from the Hague. In the 
Rijks Museum, the national museum 
of Holland, they saw several more 
original paintings by Rembrandt 
and many more dutch art treasures, 
and on the following dav left Am- 
sterdam for Valendan and the Isle 
of Marken. 


"TVe ferried across an arm of the 


Zider Zee from Amsterdam to the 
rail road station. The train, a de- 
crepit old thing, took us through 
the country for a. distance of about 
five miles. 
"We passed many little 


Dutch farms. The hay barns, stalls, 
and houses are all under the same 
roof," Miss Rudin wrote, "and ap- 
pear like pyramids 
dotting the 


countryside. 


INSPECT CHEESE FACTORY 
At Brock, the first stop, 
2Miss 


Rudin and Miss Bradford'inspected 
a Dutch cheese factory. They re- 
ported that it takes "six weeks and 
three gallons of milk to make a 
single cheese." Cheese seems to be 
the chief product of Holland, be- 
cause practically all the canal boats 
were loaded with them. 


The last stage of the journey to 


Volendam was accomplished on a 
canal boat pulled by two men who 
walked along the banks. In Volen- 
dam the natives are paid to -wear 
the traditional Dutch costumes for 
the benefit of tourists. Miss Rudin 
described the costume of the men as 
consisting of baggy black trousers

Were the proposal of some of the 


railroad brotherhoods for a six-hour- 
day aimed only at creating positions 
for more employes no one need be 
consulted perhaps other than the mem- 
bers of the brotherhoods, but the con- 
dition "that there be no decrease in • 
wages presents the problem with both 
its -virtues and its difficulties. 


Those actually engaged in the oper- 


ation of trains. have always been put 
in a class by themselves because of the 
public interest in its own safety, an 
interest that is protected by men in 
an alert mental and unfatigued phy- 
sical condition. It may be that labor 
has selected the railroads for the pri- 
mary six-hour-day campaign because 
of this peculiar position of advantage 
occupied by train operatives, but at 
the same time they will strike the dis- 
advantage in the public knowledge that 
it must pay the cost of the change. Ko 
sweeping statement can be made con- 
cerning the present ability of the rail- 
roads to absorb the additional expense 
because some companies probably 
could and some could not. In some 
respects the income of railroads may 
be likened to governmental agencies 
that must secure enough to pay all 
expenses including a reasonable in- 
come on the value of investment, but 
the railroads cannot compel people to 
use their services, and therein lies a 
cause of. .some of their present finaa-^ 
cral difficulties. 
"The Association of Railway Execttr 


tives in session in New York last week,

were doing. The politicians slapped 
the railroads and the railroads, with 
increased rates, passed the slap on to 
the public,, the same public that 
cheered the politicians for slapping the 
railroads but paid the bill for the en- 
tertainment. 


With water transportation and the 


long distance piping of natural re- 
sources the railroads must accept the 
inevitable because both are natural at- 
tempts to minimize the expense of car- 
riage, but the transportation of passen- 
gers and freight by public motor ve- 
hicles presents a different problem. 
The people spend hundreds of millions 
for concrete highways which make 
possible the competing freight and 
passenger carriers, and for the use of 
which the latter pay but a trivial sum, 
but the railroads must buy their own 
rights of way, usually at a pretty stiff 
figure, build their own road beds, base 
and ballast them to a high but ex- 
pensive degree of safety. Thus they 
are at s. disadvantage with motor trans- 
portation simply because they must in- 
vest large* sums of money for rights 
of way and maintain them and their 
-cojitpci.iiui.to ube rhe rights of way pro- 
vided by the public monc} s and nmin-

JOHN JAY'S BIRTH 


On Dec." 13, 1745, John Jay, an eminent Amer- 


.can •jurist, was born in Neyr Tork City, the son 
of a wealthy meTcharxt, 


Following his graduation from Columbia Col- 


lege In 1764, Jay studied law In New Tork City 
and soon attained eminence in his profession. He 
was a delegate to the First Continental Con- 
gress in 1774 and formed one Of the committee of 
:hree which drew tip the celebrated address to 
the people of Great Britain in which the "rights 
of the colonies" were stated. 


After he had served as chief justice of New 


Tork and president of the Provincial Congress 
of New York, Jay was appointed United States 
minister to Spain. His-real diplomatic fame, 
tiowever, rests with his services at Pans, whence 
he had gone to join Franklin in negotiating the 
treaty of peace between Great Britain and the 
United States. Jay is considered to have had a 
prominent share in the signing of the Treaty of 
1783. 


When he returned to New Tork, Jay- was ap- 


pointed secretary for foreign affairs. Upon the 
organization of the federal government he was 
allowed by Washington his choice of all the pub- 
lic offices to be filled, by the president's appoint- 
ment. He chose to be chief justice of the su- 
preme court, which position he filled with mark- 
ed dignity and ability until 1795.

ing with our food be stopped. 


When a baby is lucky enough to

cally competent to do so, on the 
ground that it might tend to spoil 
her youthful form or interfere with 
her social activities. Most of the 
mothers of low percentage now are 
so because they are physically defec- 
tive or mentally too dumb to cope 
with the difficulties involved. 


In the 
preparation of artificial 


food for the body the usual method 
is to modify cow's milk so that it 
will more nearly resemble human 
milk.

the addition of sugar and cream. 


Formerly the natural sugar obtain- 


ed from cow's milk, called lactose or 
milk sugar, was preferred, but this 
is more expensive than cane sugar, 
and nowadays can sugar is found 
quite as desirable for modification 
of milk for infants as is any other 
kind of sugar. Besides cane sugar, 
glucose (commonly known as corn 
syrup or corn sugar) may be used 
and is quite as satisfactory from 
every point of view as is cane sugar 
or milk sugar for the modification 
of milk for babies.

If a premium is 
paid for somebody's hifalutln brand 
or kind of sugar, over and above 
the price of such staples as cane 
sugar or corn sugar, why, likely as 
not the difference will be met by 
some cut elsewhere on our mainte 
nance, and that's bad.
